The Ameri- 
cans are from well-known Texas fam- 
llies and threats of organizing 
“rough rider” regiment to cross the 
border to release them have been made. 
American Consul Garrett at Hidalgo 
was today negotiating for their re-

Cials refused to accede to his request 
that he be granted still another delay.

To Keep House Cool. 


(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

Just how much can be done toward 
keeping the summer temperature 
down indoors even the industrious 
housekeeper doesn’t realize until she 
tries it. 

The first real secret 
low temperature in the house lies in 
capturing all the cool air the house 
will hold at the time the air is coolest 
and then keeping out the warmer air 
when the temperature rises. Complete 
and sensible ventilation by which the 
air inside is kept moving finishes the 
list of primary considerations. 

A careful survey of the temperature 
figures will show that there is an 
early hour each day just before the 
sun begins to heat things up and when 
the “dawn breezes” bring a breath of 
freshness and less humid air even 
after the hottest summer night, that 
is one of the -coolest of the twenty- 
four. 

Even at the cost of a little 
venience and the loss of a bit of sleep 
the housewife who really wants a coo! 
house arises at this dawn hour and 
makes sure that every window in the 
house from cellar to attic is wide 
open. Curtains are pulled back the 
better to admit the cooler air. Out-, 
side doors should be thrown wide, too. 

By the time the regular getting up 
hour arrives the house will be thor- 
oughly aired and filled with the cool- 
est air of the day, 

Not only windows, but the shutters 
should be closed, and the inner blinds 
should likewise be drawn. Every bit 
of hot light should be excluded. In 
those rooms Which must be used and 
cannot be closely shut up care should 
be taken that only those windows on 
which the sun is not shining are open. 

The question of ventilation is one 
that every housewife must solve for 
herself, because no tWo houses are 
exactly alike. The best general sug- 
gestion is that all doors inside the 
house be kept open. Each door tends 
to start a circulation of air. 

A window raised, say six inches, in 
the third floor room not facing the 
sun’s rays and an open cellar window 
Will, in most cases, establish enough 
of an air current to keep the hous? 
from getting “stuffy” and at the sam»

The house on Friday morning passed 
two bills, one to authorize the hold- 
ing of two terms instead of three terms 
of the superior court of Johnton coun- 
ty, and another to establish a city 
court for Coffee county, but defeated 
by a narrow margin a third measure 
to change the time Wmit for service 
and advertisement of foreclosure on 
real estate mortgages 

The two bills passed, introduced re- 
spectively by Representative Moye, of 
Johnson, and Representative Stewart, 
of Coffee, passed without opposition. 

The bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Davidson, of Putnam, for the 
changing of the mortgage service and 
advertisement time limit, however, pre- 
cipitated a warm debate upon the floor 
of the house. 

Representative Garlington, of Rich- 
mond, spoke in behalf of the bill, point- 
ing out that it is at present a physical 
impossibility to foreclose a_ realty 
mortgage in many counties by reason 
of the fact that the law re- 
quires the foreclosure of suc: a 
mortgage shall be advertised for four 
months and yet shall be acted upon 
at the next term of the superior court, 
which in the counties rei ferred to meets 
at intervals of three vr two months. 

Moss Leads O pPosition. 

Representative Moss. of Cobb, led the 
opposition to the measure, arguing that 
to restrict the time limit for adver- 
tising would’-work a hardship on per- 
sons who’found it necessary to bor- 
row and could not readily obtain money 


to meet their obligations in event of 
foreclosure. He recommended an 
lamendment which would not change 
the time limit. 

Representative Blackburn, 
ton, and others also spoke. 

After the defeat of the bill. notice 

was served that at a future date the 
bill would be brought up for reconsid- 
eration.

He-was loudly applauded atthe 
end of the session.

“Mr. Cochran’s resolution makes it 
the duty of the agricultural commis- 
sion to ‘make an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the agricultural institution of 
the state, and ascentain the general 
benefits crowing from said _ institu- 
tions.’ 

“Mr. Cochran states that he feels 
that the agricultural institutions of 
the state are doing all they can to im- 
prove conditions and properly educate 
the rising generation. If this be true, 
which we do not doubt, in the name of 
commonsense and economy why such 
a resolution? Cut it out. 

“Far better, to my mind at least, to 
devote the amount taken by such in- 
vestigation and give it to these schools 
instead, and bid them ‘God speed.”

USING AN AX ON WEALTH. 


Fulton county knocks on the head every 
year wealth estimated conservatively at 
$309,400. That is the estimate made else- 
where by W. H. White, Jr., of the loss sus- 
tained through the short-sighted practice 
of slaughtering very young calves. Mr. 
White, whose business it is to keep in- 
formed regarding the details of the live 
stock industry, says that about 350 calves 
are butchered every week in Atlanta. This 
makes an annual total of 18,200. For this 
the farmer receives $54,600. 

Now, if these calves had been kept until 
they reached the age merely of one year 
their value would have been $364,000. Sub- 
tracting the amount now paid the farmer 
from the year-old value of these calves, 
there is a margin of $309,400. That is the 
cool sum being lost yearly by the practice 
of butchering very young calves. If these 
astounding figures apply to the calves 
slaughtered in Fulton county only the ag- 
gregate for the state must be appalling. 
Fulton county, of course, attracts a larger 


‘partment. 


number of cattle than the average county 
by reason of her packing house facilities. 
But it is a fair assumption that the total 
loss throughout Georgia from prematurely 
butchered cattle goes iuto the millions each 
year. 

The Fu’ 1 county grand jury recom- 
mends that the legislature make it unlawful 
to slaughter cattle under 200 pounds. Mr. 
White says that idea is a good one, but he 
would raise the minimum to 500 pounds. 
The majority of legislators hail from coun- 
try counties. They know enough about 
condi:ions in the rural districts to form a 
very accurate estimate of the wealth an- 
nually sacrificed by the virtua] throwing 
away of calves. 

Every calf born in this state ‘is a poten- 
tial maker of dividends. Kept until they 
are. a year old, their value is almost geo 
metric: lly incre -ed. Kept until they be- 
come good feeders, or good breeders, their 
value is still further increased. It is simple 
folly from the business standpoint to wan- 
tonly destroy these sources of wealth. 

The argument that it cost more to raise 
a calf than it is wor<h is hardly worth at- 
tention. It does undoubtedly cost the lazy 
or unscientific farmer more. But as the 
day of the lazy and unscientific farmer is 
rapidly approaching sunset, a piea of this 
recaless and extravagant nature ought not 
to be tolerated.

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SCHOOLS AND THE COUNTIES. 


Georgia is one of the very few. states in 
the union that does not by law throw the 
bulk of the expense of education upon the 
counties. In the overwhelming majority of 
the states aid from the state itself is only 
an incident in the educational budget. This 
procedure is based upon the theory that 
education is as much a local public utility 
as roads, bridges or public buildings, and 
that, as with these factors, the county ought 
to bear the main exvense. 

Dr. Joseph S. Stewart, in charge of sec- 
ondary education at the University of 
Georgia, is the pioneer of the campaign to 
increase local expenditure for education. 
In twenty-nine out 148 
has secured the enactment 
tion.

THE RIGHTS OF MAN. 


“Mr. Quince came home this evening with 
a fine string of fish.” remarked Mrs. Turn- 
over. “I was going to ask you why you 
don't try and catch some fish, but now I 
see it’s useless, since you've brought home 
an armload of trashy novels. It won't be 
possible to get you out of your chair for 
a week, unless one uses giant powder.” 

“IT am under the impression,” replied 
Turnover, “that our credit still is good with 
the butcher, who sells fresh and salt fish 
and oysters in their season. If you are 
yearning for fish, my dear, by all means 
call him up and order what you want. He is 
a most deserving man with a large family 
of children. I have always held that the 
parent of a numerous family deserves our 
encouragement and support. We are fond 
of fine theories about race suicide, and we 
write to the newspapers and magazines ex- 
pounding those theories, but where do we 
stand when it comes to brass tacks? 

“If we experience a hankering for fresh 
fish, our first impulse is to go to the woods 
for them, instead of sending our order to 
the meat market. Then who can blame the 
butcher if he looks upon his offsprings and 
concludes that they are a technical error? 
If we insist in our public discourses that 
large families’ are necessary to the well be- 
ing of the republic, by all means let us 
show our appreciation of those parents who 
are afflicted with large families. Let us 
render unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar’s, my beloved. When we need things 
the butcher sells, let us go to the butcher. 
He who dallies is a dastard, he who doubts 
is doomed. 

“And there is @ moral question involved 
in this matter of fresh fish, dear one. I have 
long had grave doubts as to whether we 
have any right to kill living creatures that 
our table may be supplied with luxuries. It 
is all very well to say the Creator intended 
the animals of the land and water for human 
consumption, but how do we know? It seems 
to me that nature gives us pretty strong 
hints to the contrary. Some time ago you 
bought a rooster from an honest old farm- 
er who was selling heirlooms of the kind, 
and one day you asked me to kill that bird, 
which was loose in the backyard. I had to 
chase him for three hours before I could run 
him down and overpower him. I have been 
stiff in the legs ever since that sprinting 
match. The rooster didn’t seem to want to 
be killed at all.. He acted like a bird that 
had important engagements of another Kind. 

“Now, it stands to reason that if nature 
intended us to kill and eat roosters, they 
would be reconciled to their lot, and when 
they see a man coming with a hatchet they’d 
lay their heads on the block of their own 
accord. But they always sell their lives as 
dearly as possible, which fact absolutely 
controverts the theory that they were de- 
signed for our tables. 

“After I had killed that ghastly, grim 
and ancient rooster of the saintly days of 
yore, we found that he was composed large- 
ly of feathers. When his foliage had been 
removed there wasn’t much left. This fact, 
again, is fatal to the theory that roosters 
should be eaten. If nature had intended 
them for such a fate they would have no 
feathers. Chickens would be born fried or 
boiled. Nature doesn’t hand man a Christ- 
mas present all wrapped up in feathers. 

“It’s the same way with fish, my pre- 
cious.

THE NEW STEAMSHIPS.

The 1913 model in ocean liners is now 
appearing and is attracting a great deal of 
attention at both long and short range. 

The new liner does not have to walk 
up to the passerby and whistle in his ear 
to attract attention. It can steam casually 
past him at a distance of five miles and 
still make a large enough spot on the hori- 
zon to occasion a great deal of remark. 

The new liner is a little less than a thou- 
sand feet long and is wide enough to choke 
a Washington boulevard. It has engines of 
50,000 horse power in its thorax, but they 
do not crowd it any. It has room besides 
for 5,000 . passengers, gymnasiums, grill 
rooms, Turkish and Pompeiian baths, hand- 
ball courts, vaudeville theaters, roof gar- 
dens, plazas, civic centers, short golf cours- 
es and a tramway system. 

The new liner is so big that when there 
is a storm the officers have to post a bulle- 
tin before the passengers notice it. It 
doesn’t rock much more than the island of 
Manhattan, and not as much as sald island 
did during the trial of Captain Becker. A 
Mogul locomotive could be overlooked in-its 
hold if it were shipped by parcel post. It 
has an anchor as big as the flag ship in 
which Commodore Perry won the battle of 
Lake Erie, and one flap of its propeller pro- 
duces as much disturbance as the breaking 

a dam. 

° The new liner isn’t as proud as the 1912 
model, however. It is big, but it knows 
its place. Its builders did not have the idea 
that there wouldn't be enough water in the 
ocean to fill it, and so they have stuffed it 
full of watertight compartments. They have 
also filled the top deck with lifeboats and 
have put a search light on it. -The 1913 
liner might possibly whistle for a whale 
to clear the track, but when it sights an 
iceberg or a small island, it will go around 
them even at the risk of losing a little time. 

The new liner will enable people to cross 

the Atlantic in more comfort than they ever 


suspected in their own homes, but it will

The World’s Mysteries 


ANTIOUITY 


THE FLAMING CROSS 
OF CONSTANTINE. 


> Raed 


‘On or about October 27, 1312, Constantine 
the Great gained, near Rome, his great vic- 
tory over Maxentius. The story of his vision 
of the flaming cross in the sky and his 
dream during the night, tn which Christ 
appeared to him and ‘again showed him the 
cross, telling him to conquer by that sign, 
is well known as told by Gibbon in his “De- 
cline and Fall of the Roman Empire.” 

Gibbon says: “In one of the marches of 
Constantine he is reported to have seen 
with his own eyes the luminous trophy of 
the cross, placed above the meridian sun, 
anid inscribed with the following words: “By 
this conquer.” This amazing object in the 
sky astonished the whole army, as well as 
the emperor himself, who was yet undeterm- 
ined in the choice of a religion: but his 
astonishment was converted into faith by the 
vision of the ensuing night. Christ appear- 
ed before his eyes and, displaying the same 
celestial sign of the cross, He directed Con- 
Stantine to frame a similar standard and to 
march, with an assurance of victory, against 
Maxentius and all his enemies.” The nar- 
rative of Constantine seems to indicate that 
hé saw the cross in the sky before he passed 
the Alps against Maxentius. 

Eusebius is the authority for this story. 
He was a noted theological writer. About 
this period of the year, near the anniversary 
of this great victory, the cross in the con- 
Stellation of the Swan is seen after dark, 
wihen the sky is clear, to great perfection, 
the upper star atmost in the zenith, the 
lowest a little to the south of west, extend- 
ing toward the horizon. It might be sug- 


gested that this is the cross which was seen 
by Constantine. 

Eusebius does not give the exact time or 
place of thé vision and dream, but says: 
“This miracle happened during the journey.” 
It would séem, however, from the context 
that the cross appeared in the sky not long 
before the ‘battle, as it encouraged the sol- 
diers and led them on to victory. 

It is a remarkable coincidence that the 
words which are always associated with the 
cross of Constantine, “In hoe signo (Cygno) 
vinces,” are by pronunciation capable of 
a double interpretation—“In this sign 
(Swan) thou shalt conquer.” If it were pos- 
sible to find in this an explanation of the 
miraculous appearance in the sky it might 
be easily understood how the cross of stars 
could be enlarged by the imagination of Con- 
Stantine and by the historians into the vis- 
ion and dream. 

In the days of Constantine men looked 
more for signs in the heavens than they do 
now, and the appearance of the Hyades or 
Gemini brought fear or hope to sailors. If 
Constantine, therefore, saw for the first 
time, or realized for the first time. in the 
sky at night across, the sign of the faith, 
towards which he was wavering, it would 
make a deep impression on his mind and 
tend to his conversion to Christianity. 

It is also remarkable that the names of 
the constellations near to Cygnus are full of 
symbolical meaning. On one side underneath 
the cross is Aquila (the Eagle), the emblem 
of St. John; on the other side Lyra, with its 
beautiful star, Vega, the instrument of Da- 
vid, typical of the everlasting covenant and 
of Him who was the “root and offspring of 
David, the bright morning star;” typical also 
of the music of the angels singing before the 
throne. Far down, under the lower limb of 
the cross, is Ophiuchus (the Serpentholder), 
with his foot under the Scorpion and the 
Serpent in his hands. 

This figure calls to mind the words of our 
Lord to*his disciples, “Behold, I give unto 
you .power to tread on serpents and scor- 
pions” (Luke x. 19). Undoubtedly the con- 
figuration of the principal stars of the con- 
stellation, of Cygno does indeed form a fine 
Latin cross. 

Eusebius claims to have received the 
story from the emperor himself. A writer 
in the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” however, 
says— 

“It seems likelier that Constantine gave 
external reality to what was nothing more 
than an optical dream. Eusebius, it is true, 
narrates both the appearance at noonday 
and a dream on the following night, but the 
very strength of the impression made in 
Constantine’s mind may have led him = to 
magnify. the incident with conscious mis- 
representation.” 
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$309,400 YEARLY WASTE 
FROM LOCAL CALF KILLING 


Editor Constitution: I have read with a 
great deal of interest the recent present- 
ments of the Fulton county grand jury, and 
call special attention to their recommenda- 
tion that our senators and representatives 
be urged to frame and have passed such a 
law as will prohibit the Slaughtering of 
calves weighing less than 200 pounds alive. 
I would be in favor of raising the weight 
limit to 600 pounds. 

It is most commendable that this vital 
subject was so forcibly touched upon by 
Our grand jury. It-.is very important that 
Some steps be taken to improve the cattle 
industry of our state, and a law of the kind 
recommended by -the Fulton county grand 
jury is a step in the right direction. 

I have repeatedly called attention to the 
enormous waste of money and live stock in 
the present murderous method of disposing 
of young calves, and I feel certain that if 
this matter is given some consideration at 
this session of the legislature that a law 
will be passed that will start the ball rolling 
in the matter of conserving the young cat- 
tle in our state. 

As an example, I wish to submit to you 
approximate figures of the number of calves 
Slaughtered in Atlanta yearly, together with 
a conservative estimate of the increased 
value of the same calves if kept on the 
farm for one year, or until they reach an 
age or weight when they become desirable 
as stock cattle. 

There are slaughtered in the city of At- 
lanta 350 calves per week, which are bought 
up by calf traders or “hucksters” at prices 
ranging from $2 to $4 per head. Take the 
average at $3 per head—350 calves per week 
represent $1,050, and for a year of 52 
weeks, there are slaughtered approximately 


| 
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in Atlanta 18,200 head of calves, for which 
the farmer receives $54,600. | 

These calves are sold to the traders at 
from 4 to 8 weeks old and weighing from 
75 to 100 pounds each. If there was a law 
passed in Georgia, prohibiting the slaughter 
of calves under 500 pounds, these same 
calves would be cared for by the farmers. 
and if given even ordinary attention would 
weigh. 500 pounds at 1 year, and would be 


worth at that age and weight not less than 


4c per pound. The sale of these 11-year-old 
calves would, therefore; represent $364,000 
income to the farmer instead of as at pres- 
ent $54,600—a gain in value of $309,400, and 
these figures only represent a fair estimate 
of the value of these calves for stock or 
grazing purposes. 


But the steer calves would not be sold 


at 1 year of age—they would be carried 
over by the owner through another grazing 
Season and put on the market as feeders, 
so that the farmers wishing to feed steers 
would be able to buy their stock locally 
instead of having to go to Tennessee for 
their feeding steers as at present. 

The above figures are only estimates of 
the loss sustained in the slaughter of calves 
brought to Atlanta. Just think what it 
would. mean to Georgia when carried 
throughout the state. The figures are abso- 
lutely enormous, and the waste is more 
than this state can afford. 

If we ever expect to make any headway 
in the development of the cattle industry 
in Georgia, the young stock will have to 
be conserved. It is to be hoped that some 
action ‘will be taken by our present legisla- 
ture as recommended by the grand jury.

Duty on Zine Ore, 

One amendment not heretofore an- 
nounced makes all zine-bearing ore 
dutiable at 12% percent, an increase 
from 10 per cent over the house bill.
